AN AMERICAN’S WRUONGS. 


A Claim Which Revives Nicaraguan 
Filibustering. 
From the New York Herald. ! 


The days and deeds of the flibusters wil! 
be vividly recalled to many persons by the 
memorial which will soon be presented to 
Congress in behalf ot a certain Mrs. Eliza 


Livingston, widow of one Dr. Joseph W. 


Livingston. of Leon, Nicaragua, and later of 
La Union, San Salvador. The event which 
forms the ground for the lady's memorial 
was an ovtgrowth of the career of the bold 
Walker, who with fifty trusty followers land- 
ed on Nicaraguan soil from the good shi 
Vestain 1856. The dashing adventurer ha 
come there at the instance of the party which 
under the leadership of Senor Castillon was 
holding the reins of government, and which 
wanted his help for the suppression of some 
troublesome rivals who followed the fortunes 
of Don Fruto Chamoro. The politics of Nic- 
aragua were seldom marked by harmony, aud 
the introduction of a new element in the per- 
son of Walker was not calculated to give them 
much stability, and it is hardly surprising that 
in a very short time the administration passed 
into the hands of President Patricio Rivas 
and a provisional government, while the ad- 
venturous foreigner passed into opposition 
more forcible than constitutional. 

In 1848 Dr. Livingston. a young and ambi- 
tious disciple of Esculapius, turned his back 
on his native country—the United States—and 
planted his fig tree inthe good city of Leon, 
in Nicaragua. It was a thriving place mone- 
tarily, and the very opposite from a sanitary 
point of view, and so the doctor prospered, 
and soon his surgery was gladdened by the 
prattie of three diminutive creoles, the pride 
of himself and his high-spirited young wife. 
In 1855 a certain Mr. Randolph fell sick at 
Leon, and, N to return to his native 
place, New York, he invited the doctor to af- 
ford him the benefit of his skill on the vovage. 
The latter was glad to find the opportunity of 
revisiting his friends, and the two sailed 
incompany. The trip proved most agreeable, 
and the physician after a reasonable interval 
took up the return journev to the pleasures of 
his home and the@profits of his practice. Fair 
winds wafted his ship to the port of San Juan 
del Norte (Greytown in the vernacular), 
whence he pursued his way as fast as a leath- 
erstuge coach wu by many mules could 
transport him. Unfortunately the good man 
reached this portion of his journey just as 
Senor Walker wus making things particularly 
lively. and the Minister of War, Gen. Zeres, 
was affected with much suspicion of every 
foreigner, especially ofone just come from 
that notbed of filibusters—the United States. 
The consequence. was that just at the moment 
when Dr. Livingston was congratulating him- 
self on the near prospect ofa rest from his 
wanderings he was seized by a number of 
bronzed and moustached soldiers ofthe Re- 
public at Covento, four mules from his own 
residence, and almost before he could con- 
vince himself that be was awake 
he was securely lodged in the 
guard house at L with the pleas- 
ant prospect of being 1 den out and shot next 
morning. He was not shot, however, but after 
many Gavs ofsuspense, privation and indig- 
nity. during which his wife worked with all 
her heart for his release, he was conducted to 
the frontier undera strong guard aud was 
quietly left to his own resources just within 
ihe territory of San Salvador.

THE GREAT NAPOLEON. 


His Religious Views and a Glance at 
His Inside Life. 


[From the Memoirs of Prince Metternich. { 


Napoleon was not irreligious in the or- 
dinary sense ofthe term. He would not ad- 
mit that there ever had been an atheist in 
good faith: he condemned deism as the fruit 
of rash speculation. A Christian anda 
Catholic, it was only to positive religion that 
he conceded the right to govern human so- 
ciety. He regarded Christianism asthe basis 
of all true civilization, Catholicism the form 
of worship moat favorable to the maintenance 
of order and tranquility in the moral world 
Protestantism asasource of troubles an 
strife. Personally indifferent to reiigtous 
practices, he respected them too much ever to 
allow of pleasantries about them among his 
attendants. It is possible that religion may 
bave been for him less a matter of sentiment 
tban the result of an enlightened policy; but 
whatever may have been in this respect 
the secret of his soul, be took care 
never to hetray it. His opinions 
on men were concentrated in a single idea, 
which, unfortunately for him, bad acquired 
the force ofan axiom. He was fully persuad- 
ed that no mak upon the public stage or even 
engaged in active business life ever did or 
could guide himself by any other motive thin 
self-interest. He did not deny virtue and 
bonor, but be maintained that neither of these 
sentiments ever served as principal guide ex- 
cept to those whom he called dreamers,’ and 
to whom he consequently denied every faculty 
needful for participating with success in the 
affairs of society. I have spent many an hour 
in discussing with him this thesis. which my 
conscience repelled, and whose falsity I sought 
to prove to him—at least, in the latitude 
which be gave to it. I never succeeded in 
making him yield in the slightest degree upon 
this article of his faith. He was also 
very much struck with the idea of 
tracing back to Divinity the origin of supreme 
authority. Hesaid to meone day at Com- 
plegne, shortly after his marriage to the Arch- 
duchess, ‘*I see that the Empress, in writing 
to her father, addresses him thus: ‘To His 
Sacred Imperial Majesty.’ Is this title in use 
among your’’ I told him, that it was, by the 
tradition of the old German Empire, which 
bore the title of Holy Empire, and because it 
was also attached tothe apostolic crown of 
Hungary. Napoleon replied in a serious tone: 
»The usage is beautiful and well understood. 
Power comes from God, and it is only for this 
reason that it can be placed beyond the reach 
of men. Some time hereafter I will adopt the 
same title.“ 

He attached much importance to the nobil- 
ity of his own birth andthe antiquity of his 
family. More than once he undertook to 
prove to me that envy and calumny alone 
could bave cast suspicion upon bis nobility. 
‘*] an placed,’’ said he, in asingular posi- 
tion. find genealogists who would like to 
trace my ancestry back to the deluge, and 
there are persons who pretend that I was 
born abeggar. The truth is between these 
extremes. The Bonapartes are good Corsican 
gentlemen, not very illustrious, since we 
have scarcely ever gone out of our island, but 
much better than many sprigs of gentility who 
pretend to look down on us.“ 

Napoleon regarded himself as a being isolat- 
ed inthe world, created to govern it and to 
bend all wills to his caprice. He had no more 
consideration formenthan an overseer has 
for bis workmen. Marshal Lannes was mor- 
tally wouvded in the battle of Aspern. The 
bulletins of tbe French army relate the last 
words he pronounced. Thisis what Napoleon 
himself said to me: Lou have read the 
— which I have put in the mouth of 

zannes—he never thought of such a thing! 
When the Marshal pronounced my name they 
came to tell me, and Iatonce declared him 
dead. Lannes cordially detested me. He 
used my name as utheists the name of God in 
the moment of death. Lannes having spoken 
my name, I ought to regard him as decidedly 
lost.“ Ou of the persons to whom he seemed 
most attached was Duroe. He loves me as a 
dog loves his master.“ This is the phrase 
he used to me in spewking of him. He com- 
pared Berthier’s sentiments toward him to 
those of a child’s nurse. These comparisons, 
far from being inconsistent with his theory 
of human motives, were its natural conse- 
quence. Where he found sentiments to which 
he could not apply his calculation of self-in- 
terest he sought their source in a kind of in- 
stinct.

THE ROGUES’ GALLERY. 

How the Police artment Keeps 
Track of Offenders ainst the Law. 
Chief McDonough is at present engaged in 

the work of revising the collection of photo- 

graphs that sdorn the walls of his private 


office at the Four Courts, known as the 
Rogues’ Gallery. If the police had made 


such strides toward perfection in all other di- 


rections as they have in this particular one, 
there would be little grounds left for discuss- 
ing the capabilities of fhe patrol force or the 
eff ciency of the detectivecorps. Without a 
doubt the St. Louis Police Department has 
one of the best and most complete collections 
of photographs of ‘‘crooks’’ in the country. 
The work of collection was first begun in 1870 
by Sergt. Chapman, the present Chief’s secre- 
tary, and continued for several years without 


much syccess. At present the police have in 
the gallery upwards of 1. 700 phatographs, al! 
of which are of people who make stealing or 
some other offense against the law a pas- 
time. The photographs of murderers are not 

laced in the gallery if the crime is expiated, 
but should he escape the photograph is placed 
in the bands of the police. Only the jikenesses 


of thieves, house-breakers, confidence men 


and such as are apt to bea source of trouble 
to the police are wauted so that in case of fu- 
ture arrests identification can be readilv had 
and conviction more readily made. When 
an offender of this class is arrested a photo- 
graph is takenand placed in the gallery with 
a paper tag, on which is a certain number and 
letter referring toa record book which lies on 
the table in the office. The pages of this book 
are divided by red lines into three pärts, each 

age * an inch margin. On this margin 
fs pasted a label with a corresponding num- 
ber and letter to that attached to the photo- 
graph in the case. Directly under the table is 
written the offense for which the original of 
the picture is best known to che authorities. 
Opposite to these entries is an accurate de- 
ms A tion of the original, and,if the game prac- 
— be an uncommon one, a description 
of the modus operandi. Under this are the 
names of the officers who made the arrest, and 
who, in case further information was neces- 
sary, could gtve it. Necessarily many of the 

ictures become worthless for purposes of 
identifieation in the course of a few years, as 


changes in countenanceand stature as to be 
entirely dissimilar to the photographic de- 
scription. In such cases the photographs are 
destroyed if a later one capnot be secured, and 
the vacancy in the picture case accounted for 
in the record „ By a system- 
atic correspondence with other large 
cities, the Police Department is enabled 
to make many changes in the collection. 
When 4 — | eye ge te is secured it is plac- 
ed in the stead of the first and the change not- 
ed inthe record book. Another mode of 
keeping track of offenders is by the telegraphic 
accounts of crimes in the daily papers. ith 
these means the police manage to keep the 
gallery in good shape,a great assistance to the 
prosecution of police work.

Labor Report. 

The Commissioner of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, W. H. Hilkene, of this city, has 
completed his first annual report and will 
submit itim person to the Governor to-mor- 
row. The work of eompiling a report was 


commenced the latter part of August, since 
which time the Commissioner and an assist- 
ant have been engaged in its preparation. 
The statute 2 the Bureau makes it the 
duty of the official in charge to collect, assort 
and arrange systematically all the statistics 
relative tothe department of labor, and the 
commercial, social, industrial, educational 
and sanitary condition of the laboring ciasses. 
The report is quite lengthy and is divided into 
three divisions: first the Bureau, its history 
and operation; second, agriculture and the 
inducements held out to engage in that class 
of work; third. figures and statistical informa- 
et regarding the laboring classes of Mis- 
souri.

A Card from Hon. C. P. Johnson. 
ST. Louis, January 11, 1880. 
To the Editor of the Post- Dispatelg: 

I did not read your report of an interview 
had with me in the court room on Friday until 
yesterday, and was surprised and chagrined to 
see how erroneously your reporter had set 
forth whatlI said. When he askéd me whatI 
thought of the ‘‘hold-over’’ system, I told him 
it was a pernicious one, mainly because of its

tectives. I further told him that it was 
the development of years and had crown up as 
ujprecognized neces#ity in police investiga- 
tions uuder no special chiet. I gave him some 
incidents of abuse of power on the part of sub- 


“ordinates extending over ten or fifteen years. 


He then asked me if Chief Mebonougk was not 
to blame in certain individual cases of hard- 
Ship, and I distinctly told him that he could 
not be blamed for the consequences of the sys- 
tem, and further informed him that if 


the questions were propounded with aview to 
get un expression from me inimical to him— 
adverse to his capacity and integrity as an om. 
cer—he ebould not ask them, and in this con 

nection IL said I had known Mr. Mebonough for 
about twenty years, bad been brought in con 

nection with him when Circuit Attorney, and 
in other official positions, and was able to 
jucge of bis merits as an om 
cer. Mv suggestion of a remedy 
was the adoption of definite regulations by the 
Police Board prescribing the duties of special 
detectives in regard to arresting, detaining and 
reporting — — arrested on suspicion, and 
imply to facilitate theinvestigation of crime. 
Now, why the reporter left out ny statements 
as above given and published a mere abstract, 
entirely discoloring my views ot the police of 
St. Louis, 1 do not know. But you must 
not put me in the position of  present- 
ing a terrible indictment’’ against 
the police of St. Louis, when my presentment 
was nothing of the kind. And it is asurpriseto 
me bow your reporter, who is usually so tair in 
his reports, could so wonderously torture my 
remarks upon a subject of general interest into 
an apparently malicious attack on Chief Mc-

HYMAN M. SMIT 


Discharged in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection To-Day. 


The Hyman M. Smit case, wherein the de- 
fendant was charged with tampering witha 
jurorinthe Wakefield litigation, was finally 
disposed of by Judge Cady this morning by the 
discharge of the accused. The testimony was 
conflicting in the extreme, for witnesses differ- 
ed strongly and radically iu their estimate of 
the case. Mr. Epstein, the juror in the case, 
when put upon the stand, said: 


It was after I had been sworn to answer 
questions as to my qualifications as a juror, 
„nd before I had actuallv been sworn as a 
juror. I mean before the jury was empaneled. 
During the recess I met Smit in the hall g@nd he 
said, *‘Epstein, there is money ready for 
vou.“ Ireplied, Well, Mr. Smit, there can 

no money ready for me, and no money can 
buy me. then went away, and this was all 
the conversation that passed betwean us. I 
don’t know for what purpose the money was 
intended. The name of akefield was never 
mentioned, nor did he say that the 
money was to — my action iu that or 
any case whatever. don't know what he 
mennt when he said“ There 1s money ready tor 

. Chas. F. Blind was ther put upon tbe 
stand and said; Iwas summored asa juror, 
but excused from acting. I had no 
conversation with Smit. He never 
made me any Offer of any money. 
I heard him say to Epstein, ‘‘Epstein, 
are you on thisjury?’’ Epstein said, Not 
yet. Smit said. there is some money waiting 
for you. Epstein replied, ‘‘lam an honest 
man; nomoney can buy me.’’ Epstein then 
introduced Smit to me. I heard Smit mention 
the name of Wakefield. I think he said, There 
is money waiting for you in this case. 

Judge Cady remarked, at the close of the tes- 
timony, that he couldn't, for the lite ot him, 
see how the grand jury could find an indict- 
ment and dizmissed the case.
